Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office 
action under Ex Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat. 1935). Since 
this application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee 
set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, prosecution in this application has 
been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114.

3. A case hardened gear which is made from a defined steel material composition 
containing dispersed cementite ((Fe, Cr) 3 C), wherein an average Cr concentration in 
said cementite is 2.5 to 10 wt%, and said gear having a case-hardened rolling contact 
surface layer being formed by induction hardening from a temperature equal to or lower 
than the Ai temperature to a quenching temperature of 900 to 1 100°C followed by 
subsequent cooling and tempering at a low temperature of 100 to 300°C such that case- 
hardened rolling contact surface layer has martensite parent phase containing 0.25 to 
0.8 wt% solid-dissolved carbon and dispersed with 2 to 18 vol.% cementite containing 
solid-dissolved Crthat is substantially granulated with an average particle diameter of 
0.1 to 1.5 urn and its method of making as recited by claims 1, 4 to 15, 17, 20 and 22 to 
29, is not taught or fairly suggested by the prior art cited in Applicant's IDS filed 
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November 3, 2009 which were references applied in prior art rejection in the office 
action dated December 19, 2008 of related case Serial No. 10/790,931 , now U.S.
